Foz Summer Fruits, when it is 
ripe,ſome will dzop from the tree, and-birds will bee picking 
at them: But it you cut one of the greeneſt, and unde it ag 
was ſhew'd pou befoze of the Peare : then pon map gather 
them, and in the houſe they will come to their ripeneſle and 
perfection. Foz pour Winter fruit, you chall know the ripe- 
neſle by the obſeruation befoze thewed; but tt muſt be gatbe. 
red in a faire, Sunny,anddzy day, in the wayne of the Boone, 
and uo winde in the Eaſt , alſo after the deaw is goneaway: 
fo; the leaſt wet oz moiſture will make them ſubiett to rot and 
mill-vewe: alſo you muſt haue an apꝛon to gather in, and to 
empty into the great baſkets, and a hooke to dꝛaw the bonghs 
bnto you; which pon cannot reach with pour hands at eaſex 
the apʒon is to be an ell every way, loept vp lo pour girdle, ſg 
as it mayſeruefoz either hand without any trouble: and when 
it is full, vnlooſe one of pour loopes, and empty it gently into 
the great Baſket, fo in thzowing them downe roughly, heit 
owne ſtalkes may pzicke them; and thoſe which are pzickt,will 
euer rot. Againe, you muft gather pour fruit cleane withont 
Leaues o Bzunts, becauſe the one hurts the tree, foz enery 
bzunt would be a Catke ſoʒ fruit to grow vpon:the other hurts 
the fruit by bzuiſing, and pzicking it as it is laid together, and 
there is nothing ſooner rotteth fruit, then the greene and wi⸗ 
thered leaues lying amongſt them; neither maſt pon gather 
them without any ſtalke at all: foʒ ſuch fruit will begin to cot 
where the ſtalke food.

dawne: and thus you map carry fruit by Land og by Water, 
by Boat, oz Cart, as farre as pou: pleaſe: and the Ferns: 
doth not anely keepe them from. bzuiſing , but alſo ripens 
them, eſpecially Peares. VUhen pour fruit is bzought to vour 
Apple Lott oz ſtoze-houſe, if pou finde them nat ripened t. 
nough, then lap them in thicker beapes vpon Ferne, am 
touct them with Ferne alſo: and when they are nere vipe;

failings be alſo with them, oz much of the fir fraw left a⸗ 
mongſt them: the next time of turning is at Shzoue-tide, and 
after that, once a yadneth till Whitſon-tive ; and after that, 
once a foztnight; and ener inthe urning, lap pour heapes 
lower and lower, and pour ſtraw verpthinne : pꝛouided you 
doe none of this labour in any * except it bee in a 
cloſe Celler. At ok 21 is moiſt, and then they 
muſt not be > 5 ua in raihy weather, foz then thep 
will be danke alſo: an ſuch ſeaſons it is good to 
tet open your windowes, and dooꝛes, that the ayze may haue 
freepaſſage todzp them, as at nine of the clocke in the fo2e- 
noone, and foure in the afternoone in Winter ; and at ſire in 
the foze-noone, and at eight at night in Summer: onelp in 
March, open not pour windowes at all.
